The Adams County court this 
nun ning said it would decide later 
whether the county should con­ 
struct a bridge over Marsh Creek 
at the ford midway between the 
Fairfield 
Rd 
Bridge 
and 
the 
Water Works Bridge crossing the 
same stream. 


At 
present a suspension foot 
bridge crosses the stream per­ 
mitting children to cross to the 
school bus and permitting resi­ 
dents to cross to obtain their mail. 
The ford for vehicular traffic is 
passable about “seven months a 
year, 
according to testimony this 
morning. 


Resolutions passed by both the 
( umberland Twp. and Freedom 
Twp. supervisors asking the coun­ 
ty to construct a bridge at the 
site were read into the record of 
the court hearing this morning. 
OFFICIALS TESTIFY 
Testifying in favor of the pro- 
poseed bridge were Lawrence J. 
Heltzel, Cumberland Twp. super­ 
visors’ 
secretary-treasurer, 
and 
the Cum)>erland supervisors, Ray­ 
mond Redding. H. Wayne Cluck 
and Ross Crouse. They testified 
to increased use of the road over 
the last several years. Crouse, 
however, added “the road will not 
be used a whole lot until it gets 
a bridge. ’ Raymond Redding said 
the 
“swinging 
bridge,” 
as 
he 
termed the s^pension foot bridge 
had been there “about 50 years” 
and said it was “much in need of 
repair.” 


J. H. Trussed, chairman of the 
Freedom Twp. supervisors, said 
the footbridge just is not safe.” 
As to the ford, he noted, “ I drove 
through it three-four weeks ago 
and I didn t have any brakes on 
the car until I got to Gettysburg.”

Rioting Belgians Continue 
To Break Windows, Smash 
Store Fronts, Fight Police 


By EDDY GILMORE 
BRUSSELS, Belgium 
A P)-Po- 
lice and strikers clashed today in 
the streets of Brussels and in at 
least two other cities when demon­ 
strators answered a Socialist-led 
union call for nationwide rallies. 
State policemen mounted a sa­ 
ber charge to clear a Brussels 
square of demonstrators who had 
shouted insults at them. 
They were part of a parade of 
9,000 marchers in the capital’s 
main streets. 
Twelve civilians were hurt in 
Antwerp when police waded into 
a parade of 10,000 strikers who 
began smashing windows. 
The Belgian state radio said 
tersely that at Tournai state po­ 
licemen were overwhelmed. The 
broadcast gave no details of the 
trouble at Tournai. 
Five thousand demonstrated at 
Liege smashed some store fronts. 
Miners at that industrial city of 
the German frontier threatened to 
flood the mines. 
The new demonstrations against 
Premier Gaston Eyskens’ austeri­ 


ty program were timed just ahead 
of the reopening of Parliament, 
which will resume debate on the 
proposals. 
The strikers, entering their third 
week of protest, claim the pro­ 
posed tax raiser and cuts in so­ 
cial services will fall heaviest on 
the workers. 
GUARD MANY AREAS 
With the Socialists calling for 
mass demonstrations in every city 
of the country, soldiers were on 
duty at every strategic point. Pow­ 
er plants, railroads and public 
buildings all had their quota of 
khaki-uniformed men, determined 
to prevent sabotage. 
The strike went on much as it 
has during the past weeks, with 
only part of the labor force heed­ 
ing the Socialist call. Slightly less 
than half of the country’s trade 
union membership is enrolled in 
the Socialist unions; the rest be­ 
long to Catholic unions who op­ 
pose the strike and call it a rev­ 
olutionary attempt to overthrow 
Eyskens’ Catho'ic-Conservative co 
alition.

The office said the December 
return was ‘‘alarming because of 
what it may foretell for future 
revenues for the balance of this 
biennium.” The fiscal period ends 
May 31. 
The $30.5 million revenue short­ 
age on top of the $50 million bor­ 
rowing would leave a deficit of 
around $80 million at the end of 
May.

Most Famous
